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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office Action. 

Acknowledgment and entry of the Amendment submitted on 1 1/14/05 is made. 
Claims 39, 41-44 and 46-48 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-New Matter 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 39, 41-44 and 46-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The new limitation "which has an Expect value as determined by Blast or Blastp 
computer programs of less than 2e" 27 when compared to SEQ ID NO: 2" is new matter. 
Written support was not found in the specification for this new limitation. The bottom of 
page 4 teaches that Blast and/or Blastp computer programs were used for the 
comparison of the sequence of the protein isolated from S.pneumoniae with known 
sequences in various databases. Expect values are described and it is recited that the 
cut-off for a functionally homologous Pmp would be defined as an E-value of 10" 10 . 
However, the limitation "which has an Expect value as determined by Blast or Blastp 
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computer programs of less than 2e" 27 when compared to SEQ ID NO: 2" is not found. 
Applicants must point to specific support for such limitation by page and line number or 
remove it from the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-2"" paragraph 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 39, 41-44 and 46-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 39, 44, 47 and 48 are vague and indefinite because they recite the new 
limitation "or a protein which has an Expect value as determined by Blast or Blastp 
computer programs of less than 2e" 27 when compared to SEQ ID NO: 2". This phrase is 
vague and indefinite because there are many different BLAST programs and databases. 
Computer programs can change thereby changing the structure of the composition for 
which patent protection is sought. The claimed structure may also change depending 
on which BLAST program is used thereby rendering the claim vague and indefinite. The 
metes and bounds of the claimed invention cannot be understood. 

Prior Art 

5. The former rejections of Claims 39, 41 -44 and 46-48 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kunsch et al (WO 98/18930), Claims 39, 41-44 
and 46-48 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Black et al (US 
6,348,328 B1 ), Claims 39, 42, 43, 47 and 48 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
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anticipated by Swiss Prot. Accession No. Q02473, P15294 AND P14308 (April 7, 1999) 
in light of Applicant's admissions on page 5, lines 8-14 of the specification are 
withdrawn due to the new limitations. However, if this new matter is removed from the 
claims the rejections may be reinstated. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
